ef,to ſome of Our Privy Ccuncil;Eſpecislly of- theſe perſons who: come by 
Sea : And Wede Command and Require all Our loving Subjects, to take 
ſpecial notice of any Meetings that ſhal be keeped by any perſons Diſaffected 
tro Our Governments and that they diſcover the ſamen timegoſly to ſome 
of Our P:ivy Council, or the next Magiſtrat of the place, that the (aids per= 
ſons may be Secured. and proceeded againſt, as perſons defgnine to diſturb 
the Quiet and Peace of Our Government - And turder, Appoints and O:. 
dains the Magiftrats ofall the Towns in the Sea-coaſts of this Kingdom, upon 
the firſt fight of any number of Ships approaching Our Coaſts, or advices by 
Sea, that they advertiſe our Privy Council and che next Commanding officer 
vi the ſame, by ſending Expreſſes.
